TRIED FOR THEIR LIVES. 



Revolutionary Trials Still Proceeding 
— Liliuokalani's Private Secre- 
tary's Damaging Testimony. 



S. and British Ministers Intercede 
for Subjects of Their Respec- 
tive Countries. 



(Special Correspondence of tho Unltod Presa.) 

Honolulu, Feb. 2.— Tho Advertiser of 
tho 31at pointedly animadverted upon tho 
impropriety of forolgn ropresontativoa inter- 
fering in local affairs and embarrassing by 
their Interposition tho action of the govern- 
ment. 

Within a few duys much resentment ha» 
beon privately expreBBod about some allegod 
interference of this oort which has partially 
eemo to light. It is positively aaeort&inod 
that ourly in tho procont ulTair U.S. Minio- 
tor Willis and H 11 M. Commissioner Howea 
united in re questine of President Dolo that 
any lWtish or American aubjeota sentenced 
to death by tho military commission 
ihould bo reprieved until they should 
have timo to report to their 
respective governments and receive instruc- 
tions. Tho government have as yot mado 
no answer to this r«o,uest. 

On inquiry whether it wan intondod to 
permit any capital sentences to bo executed, 
It was replied that tho government hid ar- 
rived at no deciaion in tho matter. It iu 
now tho generul belief that there will bo no 
oupital punishment. Tho heated outcry for 
«uoh executions which prevailed hero at first 
has Bubsidcd. 

Tho trial of the r-x Queen iu likely to take 
pluoo early the coming week. Tho chargea 
and specifications were served upon her on 
the 31st. An important part of tho ovtd- 
onco against her will bo from her own diary, 
found at Wailiington Place after her arrest. 
Tho chiof witness against her will bo Sam 
Nowloin uud her private Becrotary Kaal. It 
Ib bolievod that aho will plead guilty, but 
that notwithstanding, a full trial of her c*bo 
will bo hold. 

There is no doubt that the executivo will 
extond to the ex Qaeen tlio utmoat clomoncy 
conaiatcnt with tho public aafety. 

Tho trial of V. V. Ashford lusted during 
parts of four duys. Nowlain testified to 
having arranged with A*hford for that part 
of tho proposed attack on tho 3rd which 
was to bo mado from tho fish market. 

Davis testified to having consul tod ABh- 
ford about getting and landing the arms on 
the day ho went to set. to meet the aohooner. 

fCaal, the Queen'a private secretary, testi 
fied to copying and to the Queen's signing 
on Decembor 28 a commission for V. V. 
Ashford as Associate JuBtioo of tho Supreme 
oourt. 

Sovoral witnesses tostifiod to Nowlein's 
repeated interviews with Asl ford. 

A- vigorous difenco was mado for tho 
accused. Doth Ashford and his brother 
testified that tho Interviews with Nowlein 
related to various itomB 1 1 legal buainess, 
and especially to advice ua to what to do in 
cuse of a Bearoh warrant coming to Wash- 
ington Place. 

V. V. ABhford testified that he was attor- 
ney for Davis in regard to various claims 
made against blm. Ho knew nothing about 
tho arms or the proposed movement, and 
had advised Davia to keep clour of any 
movement conducted by the natives, aa it 
would fail. Nowlein had aaid to him that if 
tho nativos roso thoy would riso as ono 
man. Arms wore not necessary ; they 
could accomplish tho undertaking with 
cluba. Ho had told Nowlein that thoro was 
no possible ohanco of a restoration of the 
monarchy. The Queen's Bun had sot when 
sho refuaed tho terms of Ministor Willis. 
Ho was surprised to learn that bucIi a fool 
hardy attompt had been mado. Ho had 
been in ill houlth for months past, and was 
in no condition to take port in any Bnoh 
movement. 

The court proceoded on the 1st to the 
trial of a batch of twenty. two natives. The 
decisions and Bontenoei of the court will 
probably bo pronounced aftor tho conclusion 
of tho ex queen'c trial. 



THE WARRIilOO IN. 

A Pleasant but Uneventful Voyage From the 
Southi rn Seas. 

Tho Royal Mail Bteumship Wurrimoo, 
3,326 tons, ChorleB E. Bird, R.N.R , com- 
mander, arrived at Victoria from Sjdaey 
via Suva and Honolulu last evening, mukiDg 
tho ocean dock about midnight. Sho left 
Sydney on tho 18th January at 1 p.m., with 
fresh S B. winds and high aoa until the 
22ad ; thence light windB and fine weather 
until her arrival at Suva, which wus reached 
at 10 a.m. on the 24 .b. At 7:30 p.m , sumo 
ditto, aho left Suva, stopped at noon next day 
ff VV ellangeldla island f <r three hours to 
land Mr. Carpentor and party, sent from 
Suva to ro-erect tho lighthonre destroyed 
during tho late liurrioane. At (i:30 a.m. on 
tho 27th sho landed muil matter 
at Hull island, wus at full speed 
again at b:55 a.m., passing Mary island 
ab 3 p.m. same date. Sho arrivod off 
Honolulu at 11 p.m. on tho lit inat,, and 
loft Honolulu at 2:10 p. m. aumo date. Ex 
perioEcod freeh southerly winds on leaving 
Honolulu for threo days, thenco fino and 
foggy until 9 h. On tho 9 h passed largo 
Atnoricon ship showing number in bullast 
bound north. Too far off to distinguish fligs 
Tho Warrimoo'o saloon paaaongors were 
MessrB. Howard, Girvin, Folsom, Marriott, 
Cnmmlogs, Hogan, Swain, Holmes, Mrs, 
(Joro and infant, Thero wero about sovonty 
passengers in tho second saloon. Twenty 
of the passengers wero for Viotorla. 

Tho particulars of the trip glvon above 
wero kindly suppliod by Purser C. H. Hum- 
phreys, who baa Euccoeded Mr. Munroo in 
that position, and is spokon of in torms of 
praise hy all tho pasBongors. Mr. Hum- 
phreys has beon for many yoars with tho 
Union Steamship Company of Now Zealand. 
Mr. Munroo resigned in constquonco, it in 
aald, of matrimonial designs which oall for 
his residence at Sydney. 

Captain Swain, one of tho paBaongoro 
brought from Suva, is an Amerioan skipper, 
whoso bark, tho Ophir, was some timo ago 
wrecked off tho Fiji Islands under oiroum 
stanccB already detailed. Ho is now bound 
to San Franoisoo. 

The Warrimoo having landod a small 
quantity of freight hero Bailed for Vancou- 
ver at 5 o'clock this morning. 



"LA GfASCOfcrNE." 

Her Aeonts In New York Confident That She 
Will Outride the Storm Safely. 

New York, Feb. 9. — Another day has 
gone by and no nowa of the overdue steam- 
ship la Gasoogno has boen reooived. The 
arrival of the Teutonio to-day with thril- 
ling stories of tempestnoas gales and no 
news of the Frenoh linor Increased tho ap- 
prehension. Tho Fronch ship ia now one 
week ovorduo and a dozon vessels 
have passed ovor the track ahe 
ahould follow without sighting hor, 
Agonb Forgot is still confident that nothing 
more serious than a derangement of her 
machinery combined with the weather is re- 
sponsible for tho dolay. Friends and rela- 
tives of the puBsengors aro becoming seri- 
ously alarmed as to tho ship's safoty. In 
shipping olrolcs generally thero is some up 
prohoneion, duo to tho knowledge that a 
• hip with a broken shaft or disabled 
machinery is iu a precarious condition 
in Buoh galoo ub have swopt tho North 
Atlantio during tho past threo days. Thore 
is a possibility of one of tho other overdue 
steamers having fallen in with la Guscogne 
and in standing by her to give hor a line 
when the weather subaidoa. L» Normundie 
■ f tho same lino left Havre last Saturday 
afternoon and is duo to-morrow. Sho wiil 
pans directly over the oourse followed by 
the la (is8cogno. Tho latter is moat 
likely south of tho regular courBO and 
her sister ship may come in without 
noolng her. Agont Forgot said to-day : 
" We are still confident, and boliove that 
la Gascogno «ill outrido the storm, for she 
is a staunch vessol. Is is not remarkable 
that a diaablod boat should bo delayed 
Boven days if ouch weather prevails. Capt. 
Cameron, of the Teutonic, reporta one of 
tho mnBt sovoro storms ho has over met pro- 
vailing sinco last Monday. Tho Umbria 
was dolayed four days when her shaft 
broke. All tho other vesaels coming in are 
ovfr twenty-four hours behind timo. 

New York, Feb. 10, 1:45 a.m. — Nothing 
regarding tho French linor la Cnscogno has 
boen received up to thla hour. The Sandy 
Hook marino obaervor reports at 1:40 that 
thero is a Btoamor oust off light ship.

D. S. S. " CONCORD" TROUBLE. 

How It All Arose-The Mutter Settled by a 
Small Money Payment. 

London, Feb. 9.— A Hiroshima dispatch 
says : "Otlioial — Tho Japanese Admiral says 
the Japanese lost no boats or men during the 
night attack at Wei-Hal- Wei on February 
5, but on February 4 the enemy struok and 
•unk a torpedo boat, killing all on board. 
Another boat, after having exploded a tor- 
pedo against a Chineao ship, ran into some 
obstruction and was practically sunk under 
the enemy's fire. A Japaneso lieutenant 
and two men wore frozon to death on Febru- 
ary 4 " 

Shanghai, Feb. 9 — Tho Chinese pose? 
onvoys have opplied for permission to re- 
turn to China, but their government ordered 
them to remain in Japan until the document 
olothiDg them with full power oan reach 
thorn. 

The U.S. oonsul at Chin Kiang, in a re- 
port, confirms tho United Press dispatch 
about the detention of several members of 
the arow of the orulaer Conoord by Chinese 
authorities near Chin Kiang. Tho report 
aays that tho wholo trouble oroso from the 
accidental woundiDg of a Chlneae boy by 
ono of the Concord'B apprentices, and that 
the matter was eottlud by tho payment of a 
small sum to the wounded boy. 

A Chefoo diapatoh Bays the Liu Kung Tao 
forta are still making some resistance to tho 
assaults of the Japaneso. 

Washington, Fob. 9. — Admiral Carpen- 
tor in a cablo to tho navy depar'mont datod 
Chin Kiang, Feb. 7, says : "The Japanese 
have taken ponBesBion of Wei-Hai- Wei. 
Three vessels of the Chinese fl :ot wero sunk 
In the harbor by torpedoes. Tho Charleston 
has loft for tho purpose of going to the 
rescue of tho distressed peoplo beyond 
Hui.g Chow."

The Chancellor In answering tho interpella- 
tion spoke of the sinking of tho steamship 
IClbo ua an instance of misfjrtuno which 
might overtake any vessel, no matter how 
fully manned sho might hi, or bow able 
and well disciplined hor seamen. Ho touk 
advantage of thio occasion, ho said, to do 
olaro his belief, based on all yot known of 
tho Klbo disaster, that the officers and crew 
did their duty until tho last moment. The 
accusations mado by oortain nowapapors, ho 
buid, wero without a shadow of justifica- 
tion.

EXILED FROM "PARADISE." 



Tug Aotive, of Vancouver, came in light 
from tho Capo laBt evening. 



Three Unwilling Passengers by the 
"Warrimoo" Who Make Very 
Bitter Complaints. 

Hustled on Board Without Even Being 
Allowed to Get Their Money 
or Clothing- 

An intoroatlng trio of paaaongors from 
Honolulu by the Warrimoo wore Moaars. J. 
B, Johnstone, J. Cranston and Alfred Mullor, 
who came here very much against their will 
— having in accordance with Hawaiian pre- 
cedent boon marched down to the 
steamer by tho authorities and forci- 
bly detained on board until ahe sailed. The 
Hawaiian government paid the faroB of these 
exiles from tho troubled Parad!".^ of the 
Pacific They are in bolligerent mood, and 
apeak of suing everybody concerned, includ- 
ing tho atcumahip company, in tho latter 
cuBe commencing by aorving upon the Cap- 
tain a formidable document prepared by 
Mr. Cranston, who is an ex-member of the 
Dakota bar. Mr. Johnatono thus tells bis 
story : 

"On Monday afternoon January 7, I was 
arrested. I was in tho Bervico of the gov- 
ernment as a dotoctivo right up to 
tho moment of my arrest. I had 
just made arrangomonts with unother 
Scotchman to take up arms for the 
government wheu a message roaohed me 
from the marshal otyiag that ho wantod to 
see me. I hurried down to ibo Btation fully 
<xpecting to bo sent to the " front," bub, 
behold, a Burpriao greater than if a thundor- 
bolt had fallen at my foot awaited me. 
With aevoral others I was marched by a 
strong urmod guard and thrown into Oahu 
prison, 

" Twenty hours out of every twonty-four 
we wero confined in our coIIb. Wo could 
communicate with no ono. No nowapapors 
were allowed, and even our foreign mail was 
token from the post office, opened and read 
before being Bent to us, Tho days wore in- 
to weeks and still wo wero loft in ignorance 
of the cause of our arrest. 

"Threo months ago Marshal Hitchcock 
said to me : ' If over tho Royalists revolb 
every white sympathizer with royalty will 
be Bhot down without morcy— armed or 
unarmed be will bo Bhot down.' We were 
therefore in a very oritical position. The 
foreign miniBtors were powerless. There 
was no warship in the harbor to back them 
or to proteat us. At last tho U.S. ship 
Philadelphia arrived and overbody felt more 
secure. The trials proceeded, but they wore 
grossly ono-aided. The government lawyers 
would not defend the priaoners, and all the 
Royaliat lawyers were in jail. The prison- 
ers wero, therefore, at the mercy of their 
enemies. 

" At the trial of V. V. Ashford, several 
natives who had been taken prisoners during 
hostilities testified strongly againsb him. 
In croas examination Paul Neumann, who 
defended Aahford, asked : ' Why do you 
come here to testify against Mr. Ashford 3 ' 
Note the reply 1 1 We were kept in our 
cells on bread and water and told that we 
would be ahot if we did not Bay so and so.' 

" Tho findings ar.d proceedings of the 
court-martial had nob boen upproved or 
disapproved by the President when I left 
Honolulu, and wo heard nothing of tho sen- 
tences which httvo appeared in print here, 
as I om told. 

" On Saturday morning, February 2, the 
door of my coll opened and I wsb ordered 
to come out. Along with two othors (Mr. 
Cranston, an American, and Mr. Muller, a 
Gorman) I was bundlod out of the Btation 
and ordorcd to jump into a hack that was ia 
waiting. 'Where aro you taking me ? ' I 
demanded of tho captain of police. 'On 
board tho Warrimoo,' he ropliod. 

" Then tho truth fluaht d upon mo that I 
was being deported. I protested — pro- 
testations were usoleBa. I atkod permisaion 
to go to tho bank uDtl draw my ucoount and 
to my lodgings for my clothing and other 
property but wuo refused. It was clearly 
rho intention of tho government to rush ua 
on board tho Warrimoo just at tho moment) 
cf sailing and thus prevent our doportatioa 
from being known to our renpi ctivo cobbuIb. 

" But a happy accident nippod thoir 
schemo in tho lind. On tho way to the 
wharf I espied Major Huwes, the 
British minister in a hack and 
eignalled to him. He was at tho stoamoraa 
soon as we, and remonatratod on my bo- 
half. Tho police claimed tho rii;ht, under 
martial law, to doport aa without trial. 
U. S. Minister Crunoton hud a long conver- 
sation with him, as also had Muller with 
tho German consul. Wiilie was moro vig- 
orous in his protest than Hawes. 
Hawes had been told by the 
Attorney-General that tho govern- 
ment had Btrong evidnnco against me. 
I denied tho possibility of tho existence of 
such ovidenco. Mr. Hawea could do noth- 
ing but protest uguinBt tho deportation.

TO PROTECT GOLDEN GATE. 

Three of the lilpru'est Guns in tho United 
States to Defend San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Feb. 9.— Golden Gate 
will bo proteoted by three of the biggest 
guns in the United States.

has Binoo been explained by themselves as 
having beon based upon an unwillingness to 
Beizo an ungenerous advantage of their ad- 
versaries. 'Xhia action enabled the Liberal 
whips to pub the screws on so effectually as

FEEBLE MAJORITY 

npcn whioh the government oontinuea to 
exist, but tho presence of even this majority 
cannot, of oourse, be rolled upon. The 
amendment to tho address in roply 
to the Queen's speooh demanding tho dis- 
solution of pirliament, whioh Mr. Redmond 
has announced that ho will introduce on 
Monday cannot certainly make tho situation 
of the Liberals any worse than it is, nor cm 
it woll increase tho strain which falls largely 
upon tho Liberal whips, who aro obligod to 
keep on tho alert to prevent tho aurpriao 
and 

DEFEAT OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

In making proparationa for dissolution and 
consequent appeal to tho country tho Lib- 
erals aro very greatly embarrassed by tho 
continued withdrawal of prospective candi- 
dates, particularly including mon of local 
distinction. The Liberals' election ex- 
chequer is ample; but a numbor of good 
mon, wealthy and of high repute, who re- 
cently agreed to stand for election aro now 
declining to make the race. Tho growing 
bolitf that there is a popular reaction to- 
wards tho Conservative party is tho main 
cause of the dofeotion. Tho split betweon 
the McCarthy iteB and the Healyites haa been 
widened by tho refusal of Mr. Healy to 
assent to McCarthy's appeal to tho people 
for peouniary aid until the disposition of tho 
Pans fund has beon fully and publicly re- 
ported, Mr. Healy knowe that his fund 
has been administod with absolute purity, 
and also knows that tho party is in no need 
of financial aid in order to onablo the full 
Irish contingent to attend the sittings of 
parliament, yet he will not give way and 
there ia trouble ahead in the already dis- 
turbed rankB of tho National party. 

ARMENIAN INVESTIGATION. 

The pormiBsion givon by the Porte to 
memberB of the press to penetrate any part 
of Armenia except the province of Birlls, is 
already known to be absolutely without 
value. An English correspondent who re- 
cently reached Ei zeroum was warned that 
he had better r»turn aB the authorities 
could not guarantee him protection. 
It is understood that one correspondent, 
who was born and raised In Constantinople, 
has succeeded in evading the government 
spies and has gono to Armenia to join the 
commission of inquiry and throw himself 
upon its protection. Mr. William R. 
Creamer, M.P. , Boorotary of tho Interna- 
tional Arbitration League, who has just re- 
turned from the United States, aaid in an 
interview to day : " I am confident that 

THE ARBITRATION TREATY 

will speedily be ratified. I found no serious 
opposition to it in Washington and tho best 
men in oongresa aro hearty in their support 
of it. In England it is probable that par- 
liament will not be consulted in tho 
matter. Tho power of the Crown to 
make treaties without tho consent of 
parliamont ia not without danger;but in this 
instance it would be put to a purpose whioh 
would bo trnly beneficial, still if a general' 
election is to be held and Lord Salisbury is 
returned to power, tho treaty might fall to 
tho ground. Lord Salisbury is so little in 
sympathy with tho matter that when tho 
original resolution was passed by tho Ameri- 
can congress it was no! ovon presented to 
parliamont. If Lord Rosebory continues in 
power tho treaty is Bate. Of course if the 
final form of tho treaty containa any vote of 
public money it must bo roferred to 
parliament. In tho gonoral discus-

U. S. MINISTER STEVENS. 

Death of the American Representative Who 
Hoisted the U. S. Flair Durlnc the 
Hawaiian Revolution. 

AnacsTA, Mo., Fob. 9.— John L. Stevens, 
ex-minister to Hawaii, diod yesterday. On 
January 14, 1893, tho Hawaiian legislature 
was prorogued, and Queen Lilluokalani at 
once signed the lottery bill, whioh Miniator 
Stovens denounced as a direct attack ol the 
government. Tho Queen having threatened 
to set asido tho constitution, nor ministers 
prevailed on her not to do so, bnt tho com- 
mittee of safety was formed. Thab com- 
mittee rf quested thab troops bo landed from 
the warship Boston, then in tho harbor, and 
Minister Stevens gave tho necessary orders, 
a detachment cf 1G0 marines being landed 
After tho troops had been landed the com 
rnibtoo of safety, the Queen's minister of 
foreign affairs and the governor of tho island 
requested that tho troops be sent back to 
tho ship. Mr. Stevens refused. On January 
17 the committee of safety mot and deolared 
tho monarchy abrogated and a provisional 
government formed to oxlst until tho United 
States annexed tho islands. Tho committeo 
of safety took possession of tho govornmont 
buildings, and tho do facto government was 
promptly rooognized by Minister Stovons, 
other ministora doing the samo thirg soon 
after. On February 1 Minister Stovons and 
Capt. Wiltso established a proteotorato over 
tho Hawaiian islands, hoisting tho Ameri- 
can flag. Tho Harrison administration 
at onoe disavowed Stevens' aotion in 
regard lu tho protectorate, bub tho 
American flag was kept flying aud troopB 
stationed on tho ahoro until the Clovoland 
administration took oharge of the Amorloan 
government. Under President Clovoland 
the U S. tUg was haulod down, Ministor 
Stevena bolng removed in May, 1893.

New York, Feb. !). — Senators and mem- 
bers of tho assembly looked liko a lot of 
KrlsB Kringles as thoy filed to their respec- 
tive chambers at Albany yesterday morning. 
Scarcely half the membors of tho lower 
house wero in their Boats whon Speakor Fish 
callod tho membors to ordor. Thoro was 
soon roachod on tho calendar tho bill de- 
priving Crocker, Moyer & Co, cf tho roai 
estato auction monopoly in New York city. 
O'Grady, of tho committeo on cities, in tho 
absence of Mr. Favoy, and after a count of 
votes requested that the bill be laid aside. 
Sam Foley, tho Tammany loader, roso to 
protest. Tho spoaker's gavol cut his pro- 
test Bhort, and Mr. O'CJrady's request was 
granted. When askod afterwards why tho 
bill was shelved, O'Grady repliod : " Simply 
becauso wo havo not enough votes to paBS 
It to day." It is claimed by tho opponents 
of the moueuro that Binco it was Bent to u 
third reading their lobby haa got in very

Arrangements Completed for Obtain- 
meut of Sixty Millions iu 
Gold Coin. 



President Cleveland's Message An- 
nouncing the Completion of 
tne Negotiations. 



Washington, Fob. 9 — The Proaidont yes 
terday sent the following message to con 
gross : 

" Sinco my recent communication to con 
gross calling attention to our financial con 
dition and suggesting legislation which I 
deemed OBBontial to our national welfare and 
credit, the anxiety and apprehension then 
existing in buslnosB circles havo continuod. 
Aa a precaution, therefore, against failure 
of timely legislative action, cautious prep.r 
a'iona have boen ponding to employ to tno 
best possiblo advantage, in default of better 
meanB, such executivo authority as may 
without additional legislation bo exorcised 
for tho purposo of rolnforoiDg and maintain- 
ing in our treasury an adequato and aafo 
gold reservo. 

" In the judgment of thoBO especially 
charged with this reiponBibility the busi- 
ness situation is so critioal and tho legisla- 
tive situation so unpromising, with the 
omission thus far on tho part of oongroBB to 
briefly enlarge tho powers of tho sooretary 
of the treasury in the promises, as to enjoin 
immediate exeoutive aotion with the facili- 
ties now at hand. Thoroforo, in pursuance 
of section 3,700 of tho revised statutes, the 
details of an arrangement have this day boen 
concluded with parties abundantly able to 
fulfil their undertaking whereby bonds of 
the United StateB, authorized under the 
aob of July 14, 1875, payable in coin 
thirty years ofter their date, with interest 
at bhe r»te of 4 per oonb. from date, with 
interest at 4 per cont. per annum, to amount 
to little less than $62,400,000, aro to bo is- 
sued for tho purchase of gold coin amount- 
ing to a sum slightly in oxccbs of $65,000,000 
to be delivered to tho treasury of the United 
States, which sum, added to the gold now 
hold in our reservo, will so restore such re- 
serve us to make it amount to something 
moro than $100,000,000. Such premium is 
to be allowed to tho govornmont upon the 
bonds as to fix tho rato of interest upon tho 
amount of gold roalizod at 1^ por cent, per 
annum. At least half of tho gold to bo sup- 
plied ia to bo auppliod from abroad, which is 
a very importont and favorablo feature of 
tho transaction. 

The privllego is especially reserved to 
the government to substitute at par within 
ten days from thlB date, in liou of 4 per 
cont. coin bonds, other bonds in terms pay- 
able in gold and bearing only 3 pur cont. in- 
terest, if tho Isbuo of the same shall in the 
meantime bo authorized by congress. Tho 
arrangements thus comploted, which, afc;r 
careful inquiry appear in the present cir- 
oumBtancaa and considering all the objects 
desired to be tho boat attainable, develop 
such a difference in tho estimation of in- 
terest botween bonds made payable in coin 
and thooo specifically payablo in gold, in 
favor of tho latter, aa is ropresonted by :j of 
1 per csut. annual interest. In tho agree- 
ment just concluded tho annual saving of 
intoreat to tho government if 3 por cent, 
gold bonds should bo substituted for 4 per 
cent, bonds under tho privilege rosorvod 
would bo $039,1 59, amounting in thirty 
years, or at mstuiity of tho coin bonds to 

§16,174,770. 

" Of course, thoro never should bo doubt 
in any quartor as to tho redemption of gold 
bonds ot tho govornmont which aro made 
payablo in coin, 'ii.reforo tho discrimina- 
tion, in tho judgment of investors, botwoon 
our bond obligations payablo in coin and 
those spocially mads payablo in gold is very 
significant. It Is hardly necessary to sug- 
gest that, whatever may bo our vIowb on 
tho subject, tho aontimenta or preferenco of 
those with whom wo must negotiate in dis- 
posing of our bonds for gold are nob subject 
to our dictation. I havo only to add that in 
my opinion tho transaction horoin intimated 
for tho information of oongrosa promises hot- 
ter results than the efforts previously mado 
in tho direction of effectively adding to our 
gold reservo through tho salo of bonds, and 
I boliove it will tend, as far as such action 
can in tho present circumstances, to meet 
tho determination exprtasod in the law re- 
pealing tho silver purchasing olauso of tho 
act of July 14, 1890, and that tho arrange- 
ment if made will aid our efforts to aocuro 
maintenance of parity in value of coiuB of 
tho two motals and tho equal powor of every 
dollar at all times in tho market and in tho 
payment of debts.

INCONSTANT. 

Thoao who have heard Mr. Lsurior speak 
glowingly and confidently of tho reaults of 
a free trade polioy weuld hardly beliove that 
a few years ago he apoke aa glowingly and 
aa confidently of another and a very differ- 
ent policy — a policy that involved the 
adoption by Canada of tho highest and the 
moBt exclusive of protoativo tariffs. 

In 1 SG9 Mr. Lsurior and hia colleagues 
endeavored to persuade the people of Can- 
ada to adopt tho polioy of unreatrioted reci- 
procity with the United States. Tho adop- 
tion of thia policy meant discrimination 
againat Great Britain in favor of the Uuitod 
States and it also involved the assimilation 
of the tariff ot tho Dominion with that of 
the Uuitod States. In faot unrestricted 
reciprocity moant to Canadians the sur- 
render of their independence in fiscal mat- 
ters and subaorvience in all that relatea to 
trade and commerco to tho United Statoa. 

If Mr. Laurier did not see thia he is the 
shallowest and the most short-eighted of 
politic'ana and if ho saw it he was willing 
to make thia Dominion a sorb of appendage 
to tho United States until Buch tlmo as it 
suited the Americana to admit it into the 
Union. Aa Mr. Farror, the Inspiror of the 
Grits at the time, admitted, uure- 
strioted reoiprooity wua to bo 
the preliminary to annexation. And 
Mr. Farror, whatover may bo said of his 
patriotism and his principles, was logical. 
Ho was bent upon inveigling Canada into 
the Union, and unreatrioted reciprocity wu« 
tho bait he held out. Mr. Luurier, aa the 
following extract shows, worked hard with 
him to bring about unrestricted reciprocity. 
In September 30, 1SS9, at Toronto, ho 
said : 

I havo read history in thia way that 
every reiorm haa ooat to tho Koiormera 
years of labor, and thoto yoara of labor I, 
for one, am prepared to give ; and though 
the Democrats may be defeatod in tho 
States, and though Canadians may grow 
faint-hearted in fjauada, tho Liberal party, 
ao long an 1 Imva anything to do with it, 
will romalu true to tho oauneof unrestricted 
reciprocity until that oiuao io auoeeauful I 
■will not expect to win iu a d.iy, but I am 
proparod to remain in tho cool Bhadoa of op- 
position uutil the cause has triumphed. 

Has Mr, Laurlor remained truo to his vow 
of fidelity to tho causo of unrestricted reci- 
procity ? In 18o9 ho promiuod to ho true to 
that cause until it became successful. Is ho, 
in accordance with his pledge ao emphatic- 
ally and earnestly given leaa than six yeara 
ago, working for it now, or has ho proved 
lalso to hiB old love and booomo enamored of 
cue that ia younger uiul whom he believes to 
bo richer and moro beuutiful ! Hero in what 
tho flcklo statesman Bald tho othor day in 
Montro il about hia now " ideal " : 

The Liberal party holievo in freo trade on 
broad lines such as exist In Great Britain, 
and their immediate object is a revouue 
tariff, a tariff to be derived from customs, 
but which will lovy no dutioa oxcopt for the 
purposes of revenue. For moans of govern- 
ment, for ull economic principles, I go to 
tho land of sound government and sound 
common Boii30— Old England. It ia from 
that land that I tako my thcorloB, and upon 
that platform, exemplified as I havo told 
you, tho Liberal party of Canada will fight 
tho next battlo. 

From tho Uuitod Statoa to Old England 
is ft vory long leap. Hut tho ocoan that 
divides tho two countries is not witlor than 



the difference between tho trade polioy that 
Mr. Laurier was six years ago eager to aocept 
and the ono which he now expresses himself 
most desirouato embraoe. Was Mr. Laurier 
ainoere in 1809, is ho in earnest now, or la 
ho without convictions of his own on tho 
trade question and therefore ready to advo- 
oato any polioy whi'jh he boliovoa at tho 
moment to bo acceptable to the people ? 

BARB. FA GBD D KOICP TION. 

There ia a characteristic articlo in laat 
night's Times ou the "Froo LiBt." Instead 
of going to authentic dooumen:a for the in- 
formation which it prolebscs to give its 
readers, it retaila tho impudently diishoncat 
statements mado by tho Novi Scotia stump 
orator, Mr. D. C. FraBor. We cannot think 
( hat the limes is ao ignorant and ac unuttor- 
ably otur id aa to bo deooived by tho parti- 
Ban rubbish contained in Mr. Fraaer's 
Bpooch. Wo aro consequently forced to tho 
conclusion that tho Times ropoats Mr. 
Frasor'B dishonest statements knowing them 
to bo dishonest. 

Eraser's plan was to avoid figures and 
to pick out a few articles of littlo import- 
ance which ho admittod to bo on tho free 
list, and to contrast thorn with important 
articles on which duty ia paid. Of course, 
Mr. Fraccr said nothing about tho 
total valuo of the froo goods, and 
tho Times takea good caro to eay 
nothing about tho principal articloa which 
entor tho Dominion duty froo. Suoh a way 
of treating public questions might amuse an 
ignorant or a thoughtless audience, but it 
oould not fail to disgust intelligent, honest 
and thinking men. 

Tho dishonesty of tho Times articlo can 
be beat eipnsod by giving a plain 
statement of facts t&ken from tho ollbial re- 
turns. Tho statement of imports for the 
year 1S9;) is beforo us. Tho total valuo of 
tho dutiablo gooda ia §69 87.'i.571. Tho 
value of tho free goods is $51,831,439. Some 
of tho items on tho free liat are :

Not counting coin and bullion, which the 
reador seos was a very considerable item, 42 
por cent, of tho goods imported into Canada 
for consumption in 1893 was freo. Neither 
Mr. Frasor nor tho Timos Informs tho people 
of this very significant fact. Neither did 
tho Nova Scotia stump orator nor hia dieci- 
plo tell those whom they pretend to inform 
that sugar, tea and ooffse — necoesarioB used 
in every household in tho country — aro ad- 
mitted into Canada duty free, and that 
these are artiolea from whioh under a tariff 
for revocuo alone a very largo proportion of 
the revenue must bo raised. 

Thia froo Hot article is a fair sample of tho 
political disquisitions of the organ of tho 
Opposition. They ore written for the ex- 
press purpose of creating a false impression. 
They contain just enough truth to make 
them plausible ; but that modicum of truth 
is so arranged aa to produce an eflsot moro 
deoeptivo than liea manufactured out of 
whole olotb. 



8 A NIT A R Y 1MPRO VEMBNT. 

Tho effeots of sanitary improvement aro 
not readily discerned. Those improvements 
do their work slowly, and it is only after a 
time and whon largo masseB of tho popula- 
tion aro involved that thoy become oloarly 
perceptible For instance, it would bo hard 
to tell in any email place in England that 
the goneral health had greatly Improved 
during the last twelvo yearn. Wo can 
reudily understand that somo intelligent 
porsons, relying on their own observations 
within the circles of their own acquaintance, 
might come to exactly tho opposite oon- 
olusion. Ib ia only when tho bills 
of mortality are examined and com- 
pared that a reliablo conclusion am be 
arrived at. This examination has shown 
that the doath rate in England, twolvo yeara 
ago, was 22 6 in ovory 1,000 of the 
population. It ia now lessened to 17 8 in 
tho 1,000. This moans thab from somo 
cause or othor thoro aro no less than five 
doaths a yoar le38 in ovory thousand per- 
sons than there wore twelve years ago. It 
may he naturally aukod what is it that lias 
aavod thoao fivo lives overy yoar in tho 
thousand, or a hundred lives a yoar in a 
town of twenty thousand Inhabitants? The 
answer is smitury improvement. Greator 
oare is taken to prosorvo tho public 
health uow than in any previous period in 
tho country's history, and tho consequence 
is that lif d ia longer and lesa allliot.ed by 
aiokncBa. 

There are somo faota which prove this 
vory clearly. There ia a olasa of diaeaeee 
ooarsoly but plainly named " dirt diseaeeB." 
Tho death rato iu England from these dia- 
Oisos during tho last twolvo yoara has fallen 
from 5 4 in tho 1,000 to 2 4. That is in 
England thero uro now not half as many 
doatha from dirt diaoasoB (zymotic) an thoro 
were twelve years ago. Tho deatlia from 
typhoid fovor, which is ono of these diseases, 
has dooroased in a still greator ratio. Twelvo 
years ago it was .37, it is now 17. 

While this is truo of zymotic diseases gen- 
erally it is nob true of diphtheria. While 
other diseases havo boon decreasing ib haa 
gono on increasing. Iu tho twolvo yoara 
ending with 1892 ib roso in England and 
Wales, from 144 por million to 192, and in 
London from 213 to 377. A similar increase 
of diphtheria was obaervod in othor coun- 
tries, and thia caused men of science 
to inquire into tho naturo of diphtheria and 
to endeavor to find a romedy for tho diseaBO. 
Tho discovory or the invention cf anti-tox'tDO 
was the rCBult of thoao onquirios und experi- 
ments. Tho conviction that diphtheria was 
bocoming both moro common and moro deadly 
caused tho unnounoomont that a romedy had 



been found for the disease to be hailed with 
delight In every oivilized country, and it is 
this conviction that induces people genorally 
to watch with great interest the progress 
and the results of tho serum treatment. 
The results have so far been most favorable 
aud there is now reason to boliovo that thoro 
wil! bo in the near future a ve:y great reduc- 
tion iu the mortality from diphtheria. 

AN BXPBNSIVa STRIKE. 

Tho Brooklyn strike like nearly every 
othor atiike, haH beon a most expensive 
luxury, and the expenee, aa is usually tho 
case, boars hardest on thoao who are least 
ablo to boar ic. The Iosa In wagee alone has 
been vory great. Some six thouuand men 
were idle tor twonty duya. Allowing each 
man two dollars a day, there ia u losa of 
$2-10,000. Tho strike, of oourso, has loft 
many of tho men in debt, and they and thoir 
f»milies will havo to suffer groat privations 
until it ia paid. The lo3a to tho oompanles 
Ib estimated at * »Ml' g'CStfE ?um, about 
$425,000. But thia loaa falls upon should- 
ers well ablo to boar it. Tho stockholdorB 
aro for tho most part rich men, 
and tho dividend from tho roads 
forms only part of thoir income, whereas 
tho wages which the men earned was all 
that by f.r tho greator uumbor had to livo 
on. Tiieu tho city of Brooklyn, which 
moans the taxpayers of the oily, will have a 
big bill to pay for tho militia that wero 
called out to maintain ordor and to prcservo 
tho poaco. As many aa 7,500 militiamen 
wero on duty in Brooklyn during part of 
tho timo that tho Btriko lasted. These men 
Ind to bo paid and fed. Tho direct coat of 
tho militia iB calculated to bo $2.'10,00O. Ex- 
tra police service ia estimated to amount to 
aomo $50,000. Those who havo made 
tho calculation Buy that tho Brooklyn 
striko will coat tho city and thoso concerned 
iu it some $2,425,000 Tho loss to business 
in Brooklyn and Now York is said to bo at 
leaat $100,000 a day while tho etriko laated. 
Then, of course, thoro aro Iosbob for whioh 
thoro can be no money equivalent. Valu- 
able lives aro worth something, anxiety und 
sorrow and moral deterioration uro 
very aovorely felt, but who is to moaouro 
tho loss they occasion in dollars and centtV 
Tho gain was experience; bur, that was very 
dearly bought and oven when it is acquired at 
such a dreadful oxponso it doeB nob Boom to 
bo highly prized or to do much good. 

AN IDLE RUMOR. 

A matter whioh has beon exoroiting tho 
organ of tho opposition in this city for a 
oonalderablo time waa served up iu now form 
yesterday. A conspicuously displayed bul- 
letin announced as a faot — on tho allegation 
of a meesago from Ottawa — what turned out 
whon the paper appeared to bs merely a 
familiar old rumor, «b follows : " Hon 
Theodoro Davio, Premier of British Colum 
hia, ia to bo appointed Chiof Juatico of tho 
provinco, in placB of Sir Matthew Baillio 
Begbio, doceased. Tho order in council hao 
nob paoaod, but will bo In a few days." In 
connection with thie important " news " ib 
is learned upon inquiry that thoro is nothing 
now in tho position of the vacant Chief Jus 
tiooship. No appointment haa yot been an 
nounced, and it will bo quite timo onough 
for Hon. Mr. Davio to accopt congratula- 
tions on his elevation to a Boat upon tho 
bench whon that honor is offorod him and 
ho has accepted it.

Messrs. Elford & Smith Will Take in 
Hand the Construction of the 
New Post Office. 



His Physician Orders Mr Fred. Toms' 
Removal to a "Warmer 
Climate. 



A looal firm is after all to have the con 
traot for erecting tho new post offioo and 
oustom house in this olty. Yesterday ar 
rangemonts woro praotically ooncludod for 
the transfor of tho contraot from Mr. Fred 
Toms, of Ottawa, to Maaars. Elford it 
Smith, of Viotoria. Oviog to Mr. Toms' 
very soriouB illness his physicians have 
ordered hia removal to a warm climato just 
as Bonn as it is possible for him to travel, 
and consequently ho woulr 1 probably have 
been obliged to abandon tho contraot. Mr. 
G. J. Wilson, who has boon transacting Mr. 
Tome' busicesa during tho latter's illnoes, 
had a consultation with Mr. Earle and 
Lieut. -Col. Prior, tho oitv's representatives 
in tho Dominion parliament. Theao gentle- 
men realizing tho great bonefib that it would 
be to the city and the workingmen to have 
the work entirely in the handa of local 
men suggested that no doubt local contrac- 
tors cuuld bo got to tuko over tho contract 
at the price on which Mr. Toms had secured 
it, if tho government would consent to a 
ohungo. Mr. Wilson after some negotiations 
found Moaars. Elford & Smith willing to 
take tho work. Mesnis Earlo and Prior 
then used their influence at Ottawa to iu- 
eluco tho government to consent to substi- 
tute tho names of Mesirs. E'ford & Smith 
on tho contract for that ef Mr. Toms, and 
at tho samo termu. That their representa- 
tions wero successful ia docidetlly a caueo for 
congratulation. If tho Domiuion govern- 
ment had refused to accept tho charge aud 
now tenders had boon called for, it is possi- 
b'e tint local tendoreru would not havo bo- 
cured tho contraot, for when tho laat tenders 
wero opened tho lowotit waa from an Eastern 
firm, but waa thrown out as it was Irregular. 
It may bo stated, howovor, that MeflBrs. El- 
ford & Smith were tho next lowest tenderers 
to Mr. Toms. Then again there would have 
boon naturally considerable delay in start- 
ing tho work. As it is tho Dominion gov- 
ernment loses nothing by tho change, which 
simply allows tho substitution of tho names 
and necurity of Messrs Elford & Smith for 
thoBO of Mr. Tomo. Then there ia tho dis- 
tinct advantage of having the work in the 
hands of local men who understand local 
conditions, whoso intcresta aro horo and who 
naturally will give tho preference to local 
workingnon. Juit as soon as tho formal 
tranefer can be made, Mossrs. Elford & 
Smith will Beb about the work on the build- 
ings. Tho contraot \b a large one, being in 
tb.9 neighborhood of $200,000.

THE CONDEMNED ENGLISHMAN. 

Sentence to Death of Rickard In Connection 
With Hawaiian Revolution Does Not 
Interest British foreign Ollico. 

LONDON, Feb. 9.— Tho news that tho 
Englishman Rickard had boon sentenced at 
Honolulu to death for his participation In 
tho last revolution dooa not soom to havo 
oxoltod tho Blightoab interest at tho British 
foroign ofEco. Moat of tho chiofa of divi- 
sions in tho offioo woro absont from thnir 
posts to-day and will not roturn until Mon- 
day. The cflicials on duty thia nftornoon 
apparently bad nob heard that Rickard was 
in trouble 



LOOKING FORWARD. 

To the Editor : -Tho estimate is that 
Western Siberia, that is the part of that 
great domain already tapped by tho tranB- 
Siborian railway, will send to tho European 
markets next yoar fully 15,000,000 bnahula 
of wheat. Live stock is being sent into this 
section and it is claimed that thero are now 
about 6,000,000 head of cattle thero. The 
average railway haul from points within 
this section to St. Petersburg is in the 
neighborhood of 2,000 miloa. Land is very 
cheap. It ia not aold outright, but It ia 
leased by the government at tho rate of 
$2 25 for 40 acrea. About 900 miles of ad- 
ditional road will be completed on the 
western eootion during the present year, 
with the exception of tho iron bridges over 
the great riverB, but as temporary wooden 
structures will bo used pending the finish- 
ins of the latter, the beginning of the year 
1890 will witnose an available line of rail- 
way from St. Petersburg to the upper 
waters of the Yenesei, a distance of 
3.52S milca. In thia part of Siberia 
there are fully 5,000 niilea of 
available waterways, which have been 
greatly improved by the government, and 
works in further aid of navigation are being 
pushed forward all the timo. In short, 
Western Siberia, will soon bo, if it is not 
even now, one of tho most deairublo of new 
countries in point of facilities of transporta- 
tion. If it wore not for the facilities for 
another sort of transportation whloh prevail 
in the I'zir'a dominions, a general movement 
of European ooloniats to this newly opened 
region might be anticipated. For tho pres 
ent the immigration into the oountry will 
probably consist exclusively of peoplo from 
European Russia, and as they live very 
economically, 20 cents a day being tho aver- 
ago wages of farm laborers, they will prove 
formidbb'e competitors with America and 
Australia in supplying Europe with grain 
and moat. 

\ Tho eastern Qection of tho great railway 
is being pushed forward with speed. 
Probably tho anticipations of tho projectors 
of the lino will bo realized, and by tho close 
of the century it will be possible to muke 
on unbroken trip by the Straits of Dover to 
the Sea of Japan. 

Thero can bo no doubt about Asia being 
upon the threshold of an era of devel- 
opment. Tho early completion of thia great 
railway and tho tremendoua ahaking up 
cauaed bv I ha Chino JapaneBO war muat of 
necessity t-ntiroly altor tho condition of 
things over the greater half of the greatest 
of tke continenta. Under theao circum- 
stances it seems to me that Canadian states- 
men should be up and doing. I do not for- 
get what has already been done, and I feel 
that tho oountry Is fortunato at this parti- 
cular timo in having at tho head of uffairs a 
man who takes the statesman-like grasp of 
the situation, which the recent record of Sir 
Mackei zie Bowell showB that he does. In 
politics I havo always been a Liberal, but 
whon I Bee tho Premiership in the hands of 
a man who haa Bhown tint he fully appre- 
ciates the triumphs to be won by Canada on 
the Pacific ocean, I feol liko saying that, 
however muoh I may differ from him on 
some points, ho is setting forth an example 
which the Liberal leaders in parliament and 
both parties in tho British Columbia legisla- 
ture would do well to emulate. Sir John 
Macdonald will go down to poatority as hav- 
ing been instrumental in cementing together 
the Bplendid galaxy of provinces which form 
the Dominion, and if Sir Mackenzie Bowell's 
foresight aa exemplified in the colonial con- 
ference is borne out by the co-operation of 
parliament and the provincial legislatures, 
ae far aa tho latter oan aid, hiB name will bo 
remembored aa that of the statesman who 
directed the enterprise and energy of his 
countrymen to that New WeBb which hith- 
erto tho world has called the Orlont. 

In my first letter I said that tho trend of 
events in tho United States waa nob favor- 
able to the hopes of those who looked for 
that country to take tho lead in realizing 
Seoretary Soward'B prophetic words 
as to the future before tho great- 
est of the ocoauB, and tho closer 
one geta in touch with publio opinion 
then tho moro readily will ho admit tho 
truth of thia. It ia not necessary in indi- 
cating any line of policy for Canada to de- 
preciate tho strength and reaourcefulneas of 
our great neighbor, but the discordant in- 
fluences whioh are making their baneful in- 
fiuenoes felt in that country cannot be over- 
looked, especially because their operation ia 
to a large degree tying the handa of tho 
nation and preventing ita reaching out for 
tho great commercial prizes awaiting thoso 
who are foremOBt in the now arena of com- 
petition. 

Two mattors may bo mentioned to Bhow 
what I mean. Tho British government was 
tho first to enter into treaty relations with 
Japan, by whioh that ambitious and pro- 
gressive country waB recognized aB a civil- 
ized power. A Bimilar treaty has been 
negotiated between Japan and tho United 
States, but it stands a fair chanco of not 
being ratified by tho Senate of tho latter 
country. Tho attitude of tho proas and 
poople of the United States to- 
wards ChiDa is very hoatile. If 
President Cleveland hod listened to 
popular clamor, international complications 
would havo arisen over tho exclusion act. I 
mention these mattors to show that diplo- 
matically the United States id at a disadvan- 
tage us comparod with tho British Empiro 
in seeking commercial udvantugee in East- 
ern Asia. A year ago tho American press 
was congratulating ituolf becvuso what thoy 
were pleuscd to call tho traditional enmity 
between Russia and England would yive 
tho Siberian Cold into tho hands of Ameri- 
can cnterpriao ; but no one talks that way 
now. I will only refer in passing to tho 
difficulties which tho United States is hav- 
ing in determining upon a moootary policy. 
Canadians, who are not in a position to fol- 
low tho intricacies of that problem, can have 
very little idea of tho diliiultios whioh it 
preaonta, not becauso tho currenoy problem 
is nooeesarily a difficult matter, but becauao 
tho efforta of intelligent financiers to remedy 
exiating ovila aro thwarted by tho division 
of tho country into hostile camps over tho 
eilvor queation and hamporod by un accumu- 
lation of bad legislation. What is even worse 
than these things ia the fooling of distrust on 
tho part of tho masses of tho pooplo 
through tho Middlo West and tho Pacific 
CoaBt statea in tho institutions of the 
oountry,— a fooling tho wholo machinery of 
government and tho courts ia run in the in- 
terest of tho great corporations. Domestic 
problems will occupy tho attention of tho 
pooplo of tho United States to such a do- 
greo that commercial oxpaneiou will bo 
forced back to a poor second placo. To 
aay this ia not to belittlo tho future groot- 
neaa of that wonderful country, but iB sim- 
ply to recognize that tho divorao elements 
whioh go to nittko up tho union of forty- 
four commonwealths havo not yot adapted 
thomsolvoa to caoh other. Tho statesman- 
ship of Canada ought to tako noto of llieao 
thinga and ahapo itBolf accordingly. 

Groat opportunities bring with them groat 
responsibilities and call for tho exoroisa of 
groat courage. Whon I refloat upon tho 
natural advantages whioh this province pos- 
sesses and tho part which ib can bo mado 
to play in the dovelopmont of whioh I have 
boon speaking, it Booms to mo that 
British Columbia ought bo know only 
one parby, or rather thab whilo in 
fcdoral affairs differences of opinion may

By 
all meunB lot thoeo who enjoy it and think 
it tho only propor and correct thing to do, 
attend thoir churches or chapels throo or 
four timos overy Sunday, no ono wishes to 
interfere with thoir bo doing, but at tho 
aamo timo lot othcrB go out and enjoy them- 
BolveB in an equally harmless, and quite as 
olovatlng a manner should thoy fool so in- 
clined. 

A groat wavo of Puritanism has been 
sproading ovor mosb civilized countrioB 
for aomo timo back, promotod 
by a lob of narrow-mindod and bigotod fndi- 
viduala who oan aoo no good in anything 
thab dooa nob coincide with thoir own viowa, 
but thero aro eigne thab oommon-aonao poo- 
plo aro beginning to think that tho cranks 
and faddists have boon having thoir own 



way juat about long enough, and we may 
ahortly expect a reaotion to set in that may 
take ua juat aB far tho other way. I truat 
that n.ono of your roadors will think that I 
am attacking their particular articles of be- 
lief in the matter of Sunday observance, 
have tho greatest respect for their opinions, 
and should never willingly think of doing 
anything to cause them the slightest annoy 
anco or one unpleasant feeling, and in tho 
name of common fairness I ask them to have 
the sumo consideration for my opinions and 
for thoso of all who think as I do.

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

Steamer "Maudo'' From West Coast Reports 
SealerB Experience Difficulty In Skip' 
ping Crews— Drowning Accident. 

Tho C. P. N. atoamor Maudo, Capt. 
Roberts, returned to port yeatcrday morn 
ing, completing tho finest trip to the Wost 
ooaab she has had bhis winter. She had 
boon aa far up the coaBt as Kyuquot, 
whither ahe had towed the sloop Annie 
from Victoria. Nearly every vessel of the 
ooaat soaling fleet waa spoken on the trip, 
They aro still awaiting thoir Indian crews, 
but the majority expect to Bhip their hun 
tora thia week. At Ahouaat Borne difficulty 
is being experienced by many of tho soalere 
in shipping crews. The trouble lies princi- 
pally in tho confusion arising out of soveral 
of tho schooners having taken wrong oanoes, 
but nothing serious ia expected to grow out 
of it. When in Euculot tho Maude's 
crow heard, through the arrival of 
sloop, that Horman Timm, a woll known 
WeBb coast character, had boon drowned in 
Pipo-atem inlot, in Barolay Sound, The 
accident occurrod while tho deceased and 
another man woro going ashore fron 
sloop in their canoe. The oanoe 
upset, and Timm, though a good 
awimmor, being heavily clothed and 
wearing a big pair of boota, waa unable to 
mako ahoro and Bank in three fathems of 
water. Hia companion in tho canoo aftor 
tho craft capsizod managed to got a grip on 
it and kopt afloat. Timm waa the muster of 
tho Bchoonor Escort at tho timo Bho went 
ashore in HoEquoit a fow weeks ago, and at 
the timo of tho accident was bound for tho 
scene of the wrock. The Maude brc tight 
four passengers and but little freight trom 
the coast. Sho brought back, howovor, Bomo 
excellent samples of limeBtono from Barclay 
sound.

Tho comfort of a 
long, looso cloak is among tho things 
which custom cannot render obsolete. 

Tho gowns of today express amplitude 
Tho sleeves spread out to correspond 
with the full skirts, collars aro decorated 
with bows and rosettes to contiuuo tho 
effect of width, and hats aro trimmed 
wido to comploto tho outlino, giving an 
air of generous sufficiency to tho cos- 
tumes which loaves nothing to bo de- 
sired by women of redundant propensi- 
ties. Skirts remain closo around tho hips 
and wido at tho bottom. Bodices are 
fuostly cut round and monopolizo the 
docorations, tho skirts being but spar- 
ingly trimmed when trimmed at all. 
Tho princess stylo of dress is worn again, 
which is good news for stout women. 
Tho simply cut princess is the most fash- 
ionable stylo for volvot gowns, but they 
need a perfect dressmaker and ought to 
be fitted over a good form of stays. 

Tho skirts for all stroot costumes must 
clear the ground, and yot not bo short. 
They can bo from 5 to 7 yards in width, 
but must fit smooth and tight ovor tho 
hips and hang as though worn ovor a 
crinoline. This stiff, flaring look is ob- 
tained in several ways — first and fore- 
most by the cut of the skirt, then by a 
lining of haircloth or similar stiff ma- 
terials.

Velvot waists and jackots aro much 
worn with stroot costumos. Tho volvots 
aro of checked or striped or plain colors, 
tho checked volvots boing perhaps the 
most fashionable. This volvot is not so 
hoavy as velvot used to bo a fow yoars 
ago. It is voiy lino and soft, but not 
noarly so bulky, nnd in cousoquonco can 
bo made to fit much bettor.

IDEAL MUSIC TEACHING. 



The rupil Hears tho Mualo as IIo Bends 
It Beforo Touching the Keys. 

There is ouo important point where 
most toachors of musio stop short. A 
pioco of musio is a poem in tones. Now, 
ordinary schooling brings tho pupil 
whoro ho is able to fake tho printed 
copy of a story or poom in his hand and 
enjoy it without reading it aloud. With 
a stock of books ho may enjoy tho finost 
poorus or stories without an audible 
Bound. But musio graduatos aro not 
so fortunate. After five or six y rs of 
study thoy aro ablo to play at any ouo 
sossiou only tho fow pioces which thoy 
havo rocontly praoticed. Whon a now 
pioco is handed them, they do not know 
Whether they liko it or not until somo 
ouo plays it for them or until they havo 
timo to praotice it themselves. If a cir- 
onmstance of this kind occurred in lit- 
erature in tho ease of a college gradu- 
ate, everybody would at onco recognize 
that there was something wrong. But in 
musio this sort of thing is universal, ox- 
copt in tho case of thoso who have start- 
ed out with tho iiitoution of becoming 
composers and havo therefore mastered 
musical notation from a different stand- 
point. 

Thus wo como upon two defects which 
even tho musio graduates of our best 
schools rarely ovorcomo. Tho technic 
does not reach a point wliero it will 
maintain itself at a fair playing point- 
without practice, and, second, tho repre 
son tativo faculty is not cultivated to the 
point where tho student hears his music 
as ho reads it before his fingers havo 
touched the keys. Tho remedy for tho 
former shortcoming is obvious, says Tho 
Musical World. It is moro careful and 
all around training of the playing appa- 
ratus. But tho great defect of all lies in 
tho socond point, and no small part of 
tho ephomeral fading away of piano 
technic is due to tho sumo lack, for tech- 
nic is tho result of two elements — clear 
thinking and muscular flexibility. 
Thoro is no reason why a girl should 
loso tho latter, and if slio has onco ac- 
quired tho clearness of musical concep- 
tion her technic will stand by her in a 
dogreo which will astonish tho average 
teacher. 

Tho ability to hear music inside, read- 
ing it from a printed copy, without any 
participation of fingers, is something 
which ovory musician ought to havo. 
Unless ho has this ho is ignorant. Ho 
has no foundation and is not educated 
in music. Ho may perhaps bo educated 
in tho keyboard, but not in music, and 
it will bo found that tho Wellesley and 
Vassar girl is just as deficient in this 
ability as tho average student of tho mu- 
sical crossroads. Many girls aro practic- 
ing concortos who probably could not 
distinguish a major chord from a minor 
by ear and could not write tho simplest 
phrase. ' 

Screens of the Season. 
Screens, which servo tho twofold pur- 
poso of protection ami decoration, cannot 
bo dispensed with, aud each season tho

novelties in this direction aro awaited 
with interest. Numbered with new fea- 
tures in tho ornamentation of screens is 
what is known as bosello work. This 
consists in coating the frames and part of 
tho panels in imitation of carved ivory 
with a plastic but quickly hardening 
material, which has been molded in con- 
tinuous starliko designs or single bosses. 
Tho second method of decorating frames 
or panels consists in fixing gilded, sil- 
vered or bronzed torchon lace to a foun- 
dation of colored silk. An attractive 
threefold screen, showing decoration by 
both methods, is draped with Japanese 
red kaja silk in gilded frame, with bo- 
sello bosses along tho top. A bird and 
grape design with metallic lace work bo- 
low is embroidered on tho center panel. 

Fashions Id Jewelry. 

Open faced watches and chatelaines 
aro tho present fashion in timepieces 
for women. These may bo tiny affairs 
in size, a trifle less than a quarter of a 
dollar, or larger, as tho taste of the 
wearor demands. Watches aro of gold 
and of silver. Many of the gold ones are 
elaborately decorated with gems. The 
chatelaine watches aro now pinned on 
tho loft side of tho chest, and not at 
tho waist, as formerly. Tho queen chain, 
with gold ball attached, is still a favor- 
ite with many and is equally fashiouablo 
with the chatelaine. 

In brooches thoro is a proforonco for 
tho sorpeut brooch, of which style there 
is a great variety. Ono especially beau- 
tiful reveals tho serpent in hostilo atti- 
tude, tho effect being produced by en- 
amol work, showing tho back and front 
of tho snake in all its hideous colors, 
while tho head is sot with a largo, doop 
groen emerald. 

In rings tho marquise, solitairo and 
two stouo rings lead, though tho variety 
is almost endless. 

Novelties In Shoes.

Whkueah by virtuo of tho Municipal Aot, 
1892. and Amending Acta, evory municipality 
may undor tho conditions contained thoroln, 
borrow from any porson anch sum of monoy 
not oxcoodlrg, howovor, an amount equal to 
aoventy-flvo por cont. of tho amount of taxee 
colleotod during tho previous year (1891) of tho 
Bum that was levied that yoar by a gonoral 
rato upon land, improvomonta or roal prop- 
erty in tho municipality, and boaring auch rato 
of interest aa may bo requisite, to moot the 
curront logal oxpondituro of tho Corporation, 
which bocomos pnyablo out of tho annual 
rovenuo boforo tho rovonuo for tho yoar be- 
com 08 payablo by tho tax payers? 

And wnBRKAS aoventy-flvo por cont. of tho 
amount of taxes upon land, improvements or 
real proporty, COllootod during tho yoar 189-1, of

yoar, 

8oc. 3. Tho amount so borrowed and interest 
thoreon ahall ho a liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion payablo out of tho municipal rovenuo for 
current yoar 1895, and tho form of obligation to 
bo givon as acknowledgment of Buch liability 
shall bo a promissory noto or notes to tho said 
lender or londora astho sums may bo requlrod, 
signed by tho Mayor and tho FinanoeCommltteo 
and tho Clork of tho said Corporation, and 
boaring tho soal of tho aald Corporation, all of 
whioh notos shall bo made payablo on or bo- 
foro tho 31st Decombor, 1895. and shall contain 
a clause that tho liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion incurrod by said promissory noto or notos 
shall bo a liability payablo out of tho municipal 
rovonuo for tho curront yoar 1895.

GALLA COUNTRY. 

Perils of Dr. Donaldson Smith's Scientific Ex- 
pedition In the Heart of Africa. 

London, Feb. —Dr. Donaldson Smith, 
of Philadelphia, who atr.rted last Juno at tbo 
head of a ooientific expedition in order to 
exploro tho uuknowu regions between Bar- 
bora and Lako Rudolph and Somaliland, 
where traocs cf aneiont civilization are be- 
lieved to exist, has sent an interesting ac- 
count of his travelB, written by himself 
while in tho bnah. Tho letter is dated from 
tho Galla oountry, Docombor 14. Tho Doc- 
tor Bayaihit hia two English companions, 
Gillott and Dodsou, are woll. He oongratu- 
latea hiniBolf upon having traveled through 
and Burveyed a largo trace of hitherto unex- 
plored country, and with having obtained 
rich geographical tfhd zoological results. 

Ho givos au interoaling account cf tho 
ravages of the Abyaainlans who, ho addB, 
have reduced the Gallas to a atato of serf- 
dom and who compelled tho dootor to turn 
eastward. Dr. Smith was stopped by Abys- 
siniaua in force when five daya' maroh from 
tho great lakos, and finding it danserous to 
attempt to fight his way wost, ho sent a let- 
ter to Emporor Menelek of Abyssinia, stat- 
ing tho purpoao of tho expedition, and re- 
questing pormiaaion to proceed woat. 

In tho meantimo Dr. Smith and his party 
were ontortuined by Dagabbra, ouo of tho 
Emperor's generals. Rut aa no anawor came 
from tho Emporor, tho doctor started for tho 
lakeB without Digabbra'a knowledge. At 
tho end of five days' march tho party reached 
a broad plateau fifty miloa in extent and 
700 foot above tho lovel of tho sea. Thero 
they were Buddenly surprised by a large 
body of Abyasiniac troope, who oame to- 
wards them from tho valley, mountod on 
mulei and at a fust trot. 

Continuing, Dr. Smith's letter Bays: 
" Fortunately my men wero woll drilled 
and tho instant tho alarm waa sounded 
.every man wch in his place, behind boxoa, 
with r.ilea and ammunition handy. Wo 
forood tho Abyeainiana to halt, and thon I 
advanced with tny head man to whoro Dag 
abbra waa seated, Gillott and Dodaou being 
ready to avenge ma in caao of foul play. 
Dagabbra road a lottor from tho Emperor 
forbiddlrg mo to advar.ee and ordoriug us to 
roturn the way wo hr«d como. Thoro was 
nothing left but to do bo, and wo roturned 
to Somaliland. Wo Bftorwatda mado an- 
other atttmpt to push our way to tho great 
lakes, but we wero again ooi fronted by a 
whole army of AbysidniaDB and onoo moro 
had to turn back. It ia probable that sev- 
eral months will elapse before wo reaoh 
Like Rudolph." 



PRESIDENT VAN HORNK 

Returns by the Teutonic "—Story or Fin- 
ancial Difficulties Untrue. 

New York, Feb 9 —Among tho passon- 
gors on tho steamer Teutonic was President 
Van Horno of the Canadian Paoifio R.R. 
in an interview he denied that ho had gono 
abroad for hia health, aud said that ho did 
not intend to resign tho Presidency. Ho 
declared that all tho talk about fiuanoial 
difficulties wi.a ubsolutoly without founda- 
tion.

PERISHED FROM COLD. 

Crew of An Unknown Schooner Perish From 
Cold and Exposure Close to 
New Yurk. 

Fire Island, Fob. 9. — It is stated that 
nine of tho orow of an unknown schooner 
athoro oil' tho Lone Hill life-saving station 
havo perished.

Tho 
life saving crow, aB Boon as they discovered 
the vessel's plight, made preparations for a 
rescue Their lifo Baving apparatus wan 
brought to tho beach, and a lifo lino Bhot 
over tho wrecked vtaael, but the unfortun- 
ate men competing her crew, who had sought 
refuge in tho rigging, wero unublo to get 
to It, probably beciuso they were 
benumbed with tho cold, and wero thor 
onghly exhausted. The life-savers then at- 
tempted to launch tho boat but tho high sea 
and wind made it impossible for them to do 
so, and they wero compelled to stand by 
and sco the poor sailors perish, for an hour 
later tho crow cotnmencod to drop from the 
rigging into tho «eo. Thia morning but two 
of thoir number remained.

Frank Con 
nelly, who hao a loft on Fulton streot, eov 
oral blocks below NaBsau streot, is ono of 
theso " kings." Tho others aro located on 
Grand and Fourteenth atreota, and by an 
agreomout tho atroet men of ouo will not 
on or tho territory of tho other. 

"Hullygee," oaid ono of tho Park Row 
fratorntty, " if dey wasn't a deal dey'd bi> 
do miochief to pay." And ho laughed at the 
possibility. When ho roooverctl ho oaid: 
"Say, it'a dig way, poo ? If doy didn't 
make a deal, a hull thousand of puah carts 
would bo in ono place, and uono at all in do 
others, ggfl 

" Now, seo ! Dero's Fourteenth otreot. 
Dat'a do beat place to uell perfumery, pine, 
books, dogs, and wat de wimmon lik-js, 
boo '! Fulton streot and Ann street in two 
moro good places. Park Row's do host ir 
do oity. 

"Of course, all of ua wanta to cot thoro 
hut do " kinga " won't lob ub. When wo 
takoa out goods wo agrees not to go except 
where do bosa aaye. I work downtown, and 
Sometimes I go in Fulton, thon Ann, and 
oometinieH other atreota. Then we git u fair 
ohonco.

AN INTERESTING DECISION. 

Respecting the Liability of Insurance Com. 
panics— An Appeal to the Supreme 
Court Promised. 

A caso involving points of considerable 
interest to the general publio has juut been 
referred to arbitration and isttled (so far as 
the decision of the umpire cm dcoido it) 
upon very peculiar grounds. Ih oppoars 
that a Mra. Traeey of lUnugato, Eog , who 
had purohaBod some property in Eicjuimalt 
district, desired to insurs tho buildings and 
her local attorney requested Mr. Coltarb & 
Jenna, as agents of the Atlas Inauranoe Co, 
to inBpeot the promisos and inBure them for 
suoh amountB as they thought right. 

This w»B done und the houses wero duly 
insured in the Atlas company for the 
amounts fixod by their agents, One of the 
buildings, insurod for $800, was recently 
deatroyod by fire and was a total loss. The 
company declined to pay the $800 or reitore 
tho premises, but demanded arbitration. 
This was agreed to, and three sworn eipert 
appraisers eatlm»tod the cost of replacing 
the bulldine — taking the mean of thoir 
figures— at $974. 

The umpire, however, dotoi mined tho 
value at $890 bb being the present ooat of 
replacement, taking no oogniz\nce of the 
original cost or of tho Bums spent at various 
times for repairs, 

Arriving at thia conclusion it would gen- 
erally bo euppoaed that tho oompany would 
pay tho insured Bum or rebuild. But 
by a moLhod of reasoning only known to in- 
auranco pooplo a claim waa eot up for deduc- 
tion on account of depreciation, baaed on tho 
estimate for restoration and not on the 
original and supplemented co»t of tho build- 
ing By thia process ninety per cent. Is 
taken oil" the estimated cost of the frame 
and varying per contugea off other portions 
of tho estimated coBt of tho buildinu, until 
tho total loss ia whittled down to $-462, and 
which sum ia tho umpiro'a award of the 
amount payablo to tho insured by tho com- 
pany. 

The matter cornea up beforo tho Supreme 
court on appeal.
